New York managers have done little devel- j 
oping, digging rather into their pockets for huge wads of cash 
to buy the ability developed by others. 
The buying of ball players is entirely legitimate and baseball 
is a business where it has been demonstrated that the best lined 
pocketbook can bring home the .most bacon.

$2,500,000 ASKED BV U. S. IN FIRST WAR-FRAUD SUIT. 


The United States Government has filed suit in Dayton, 
against the Dayton Airplane Company, formerly known as the 
Dayton W right Airplane Company, seeking to recover $2,408,- 
267.41 at 6 per cent interest from June ll, 1919, alleged to have 
been fraudulently paid to the company by Government officials.
